MR. BLAKESLEE VOTED FOR TAX­ 
ATION BILL. 


Hartford Senator Declare« That the 
Farmers Are Not Payinfr Tax 
Enough. 


Lansing, April I)—The Pingree or 
Atkinson taxation bill was defeated in 
the senate yesterday. 


Senator Blakeslee of Berrien voted 
for the bill. The senator in an address 
objected to the political arguments on 
the matter advanced by Senator Had- 
sall, a silver republican from Owosso. 
He thought our great public institu­ 
tions, the state university and our col- 
lges and schools was proof that every­ 
thing was prosperous. 
He could show 
Mr. Hadsall thousands of happy homes 
in his district. 
In his county, Berrien, 
more mortgages had been paid during 
the past year than in any previous year 
for ten years. 


Senator Merriam said he believed the 
machinery provided by the bill was in­ 
sufficient to bring about equal taxation. 
He did not believe in changing the sys­ 
tem. He thought that the people of 
cities and towns had the greatest cause 
for complaint about unjust taxation. He 
thought the railroads, on an equal valu­ 
ation, were paying as much tax as the 
farmers of his county. 


The C. & W. M. could not be thought 
worth over $5,500,000. Under the pres 
ent system it is taxed $30,000, over ’ 
per cent.

W ashington, April 9. — The ateerlng 
com m ittee appointed by the conference 
of house R epublicans last W ednesday 
to canvass the situation to see how 
m an y Republicans would stand by them 
if the occasion arose for independent 
action, and in a general way decide on 
a 
course 
procedure, 
held 
another 
m eeting yesterday afternoon. F rom the 
reports presented it was claimed th a t 
more th an 100 Republicans will act w ith 
them . 
The m ain question before the 
com m ittee yesterday w aa as to w hether 
they should sta n d for independence and 
intervention or for intervention w ithout 
Independence. 
The feeling in the com ­ 
m ittee has been atrongly in favor of 
the recognition of the Cuban republic, 
bu t they do not desire to break with 
the adm inistration except as a last r e ­ 
sort. 


M eantim e some of them are m uch 
exercised over the legal phases of the 
effect of Intervention w ithout Indepen­ 
dence. 
A fear w as expressed am ong 
the m em bers th a t intervention by th e 
U nited States m ig ht bind th e U nited 
S ta te s for th e 1400,000,000 of Spanish 
C uban bonda issued a g a in st the re v ­ 
enues of the Island. 
T aw ney of M in­ 
nesota stated before th e com m ittee th a t 
aome w riters on International law m a in ­ 
tained th a t If the U nited S tates in te r­ 
vened w ith th e u ltim ate Intention of 
tu rn in g over the island to th e C ubans 
the U nited 
States would 
practically 
have acquired the Island by conquest 
and then conferred It as a gift upon the 
Cubans. 


In this vlaw of the case the U nited 
S ta te s m igh t be held liable for the 
bonds. The sentim en t of the com m ittea 
is ag ain st the U nited States assum ing 
any such possible liability. Others, Ilka 
H opkins of Illlnoia, did not th in k T aw - 
ney'a contention tenable. 
H e argued 
th a t the bonds w are Issued by Spain 
an d the revenues of Cuba pledged as 
security. 
If Spain loses C uba as a r e ­ 
sult of w ar the security of the bond* 
holder is simply gone, Spain’s liability 
remaining. 
B ut the com m ittee lacked 
light on t he subject.________

Is not tru« that President McKinley has 
rejected the pope’s intervention In fa­ 
vor of peace. Such impoliteneBs would 
be the more impolitic, not only because 
It would display a barbarous insolence, 
but because, however much any person 
might be the pope’s enemy, It would be 
Impossible to misinterpret the voice of 
the venerable old man 
who recom­ 
mended the preservation of peace.” 


Washington, April 9.— Good Friday 
passed in Washington with not a ripple 
on the surface, either at the White 
House or the Capitol, to show that the 
United States is on the brink of war. 
Both houses of congress had adjourned 
until Mond*y, and at 
the 
executive 
mansion there was no rush of eager 
and excited public men, but a Sunday- 
quiet atmosphere. At only th« war and 
navy departments were there .’iiijns of 
an Impending conlllct In the rush of 
Immediate orders to a host of naval of- 
fleers to report at once for duty on 
vessels to which they were assigned, 
and in conferences anion* bureau chiefs 
on details of war preparations. 
And 
yet the resolve was firmer than ever 
that unless Spain yielded to America’s 
Cuban demand the United States by 
force of arms would move on Havana. 


W hut W ill We llo w ith It? 


It was the very recognltlim of the 
flxlty of this purpose that caused the 
day to be in marked contrast to the 
excitement of all Its predecessors of 
late. 


There w’as still some discussion of 
Cuban affairs, but It only served to 
emphasize the fact that one forward 
step of Immense Importance had been 
taken, for the discussion was of an 
advanced stage and concerned not In­ 
tervention and freedom of Cuba from 
Spanish dominion, but the obligations 
and duties that might be Imposed upon 
the United States after we had expelled 
Spain from the Island. This discussion 
revolved around two propositions—In­ 
tervention without recognition of na­ 
tional independence of the Cuban In­ 
surgents, and intervention with concur­ 
rent recognition. There was no definite 
lead by which it could be statiMl with 
anything like authorltatlvenesa which 
course would be adopted. 


No Clinnge In the situation. 


The calilnet hoUl Its usual Friday ses­ 
sion. but Its meeting brought n») change 
In the Spanish situation. Indeed, it was 
chiefly significant in establishing that 
no change had occurred, that noiie was 
expected, and that the i>rogramme of 
action on the part of the United States 
government was already made up. The 
president’s message remains unaltered, 
and this being the last cabinet day be­ 
fore the message will go to congress 
alterations are unlikely between now 
and Monday, barring altogether unex­ 
pected developments from Madrid. Aft­ 
er the meeting cabinet offlcers stated 
that the message would be Bent to con­ 
gress on Monday, no change In that 
respect having been considered, and all 
causes for delay having been removed. 


FOKMULATINO A 11E80LVTI0N. 


The One on Cuha Ifc O lvlns the Stateamen 
Mu<!h I>iflt«uUy. 


Washington, April 9.—At the Capitol 


the senators who are devoting them- 
eelves to the taslc of securing a reso­ 
lution on the Cuban question on which 
practical unanimity on the part of the 
senate can be obtained were quite ac­ 
tive, and when the day closed felt that 
they had maile appreciable progress. 
Th»*re was u joint meeting of the lead­ 
ing members of the steering conunlttees 
of the various parlies during the day 
In the roiun.s of the cojnniittee on ap- 
pnu rlations, in which the whole situa­ 
tion was canvasHfd and the reations for 
prompt action in the senate after the 
nuiii«*r i.s on* e taken up were gone over 
inmh as they had been in preceding 
uaetings. The managers of thit. move­ 
ment are endeavoring to secure a re* 
ver.sul of the dei ision of the committee 
on foreign relations to report for both 
indeiiendente and intervention, but they 
do not yet count upon a majority of tlie 
cumnjittee. though asserting that they 
have made headway. 


They reiotinize the fact that even with 
the majority of the committee won over 
to their way there still would remain 
several senators, including Tiiurston, 
Pettigrew, Gallinger and Mason, whom 
it will be very dilllcult to win over *^o 
any line of action that does not provide 
for the recognition of the present Cu­ 
ban 
government. 
The movement to 
consider the whole Cuban que.-^tion in 
executive se.ssiuu is gaining ground. The 
senators who have looked up the pre­ 
cedents find the only jiarailel case to 
the present to be that when war was 
declared against Great Britain in 1812,
